The semi-BA approach: 


Since the HP 5245 counter has SOME tubes (Nixie), it qualifies as a 
semi-BA. :-) These are available at fleas for $25-$75, depending upon 
condition. My first approach was to build a 5 Mc. xtal oscillator, zero 
beat it with WWV while feeding it into the counter. I adjusted the counter 
timebase until the counter read 5 Mc. The 5245M has the high stability 
time base, but the 5245L time base is plenty good enough for BA use. Use 
the 5245 to set your sig gen or count the revr LO, or whatever. 


The modern (almost) approach: 


Someone told me about a fellow who reconditions and sells rubidium 
standards, and I had to have one. Sold my 5134 (weep) and bought one. Now 
the 5245M and Wavetek 178 sig/sweep gen are locked to the Tracor standard, 
the precision of my test equipment far exceeds that of the radios I align, 
and it doesn't work any better than the first set-up! 

I love BA's, but don't believe I MUST use test equipment from the 
same era as the BA. I still use my URM-25 sometimes, but once you've 
aligned variable IF's by programming each end of the range into the sig gen 
and switching between the end points by pushing a button, it's hard to go 
back to the old way! Oh well, diversity is the name of the game, and we 
each have our favorite toys.

The easiest way is to use the beat note method, tune the generator so it has a 
harmonic at 10 M Hz for example, and you set a receiver next to it, and with a 
little wire on the generator output, you pick up WWV with your regular antenna 
on the receiver and adjust the generator until the tone mix between its tone and 
WWV in the receiver audio output is making a "beat" or slowly changing 
undulation of tone, ie when the receiver is centered on WWV, you tune the gen 
until you hear NO difference in tone between it and WWV. (Turn off the CW BFO 
of the receiver.) This zero beating is best done at the short time intervals 
when WWV does not transmit a modulated tone itself. See the schedules for WWV, 
I think that is 5 minutes before the hour when their tones go off. Once you 
have the generator zero beat to WWV, then you adjust the dial position or 
whatever generator adjustment you have so its dial reads 10 M Hz when it is zero 
beat to WWV at 10M Hz in your receiver output. This is discussed in the older 
ARRL handbooks I think from 1957 and before, when frequency counters were not 


available to hams or the trade. Note the calibration of your receiver dial does 
not matter, as long as you know about where to find WWV 10 M Hz on your dial. 

Be aware there are other time stations, on "odd" frequencies, like CHU Canada on 
7.335? and you should listen awhile to make sure you hear them say "“WWV or 
WWVH" in the announcement period. There are international stations that also 
appear at 10, and other cardinal points, 5, 15, etc. so do this when you are not 
getting by skip, multiple frequency standards received like WWV and WWVH 
together.

Noise is a problem for the city-dwelling LF/VLF listener but it is 
manageable. My city location will never equal the farm I lived on in 
rural SW Wisconsin but I can still enjoy my hobby. The trick is to 
play with your antennas. Walk your active antenna all over your 
property. There are nulls in the noise level. This may take a while 
because the noise sources aren't always on. 


Electrostatically shielded loop antennas work well although the 
sensitivity isn't great. If you aren't using a high quality receiver, 
like a military or commercial/surveillance unit, pay attention to 
noise entering the radio via the power cord, speaker wires... The WJ 


340A, R-389 and WRR-3B all have filters on every wire going in or out 
of the box. It helps. The Sony 2001 works fine as an LF receiver 
but only on batteries (The 2010, which replaced it, is lousy. Sony 
dropped the RF stage filters when they redesigned the unit). 


In your own house, eliminate sources of RF interference. Light 
dimmers, televisions, computers and especially fluorescent lights. 

The new energy efficient fluorescent lights are as bad as the old 
ones, in their own way. The unit in my house puts out a nice slice of 
hash from 150-170kHz and the harmonics. The street lights in your 
neighborhood are suspect. If you have one that goes off and on 

during the night, it is creating an RF problem at the same time. 


LF/VLF listening is a hassle in the city but it is possible. My 
shack consists of the following:

A favorite haunt of mine just acquired upwards of sixty pallets of 
electronic surplus. Usually this is old Xerox copiers and IBM punch 
card machines. This time it is military surplus. Much of it has been 
stored outside forever. On that stuff, the front panels are just 
gone. I mean the plastic knobs and meter faces have just rotted 

off. But the iron remains. 


Need any transformers? Among the weathered hulks there's a Navy 

TUQ transmitter, P- P 809 modulators, 829B driver, finals look like 
they may have been 4-125s. All the hermetically sealed transformers 
are ok, about 5% surface rust, but usable. Then there are MD-141/GR 
radar units, T-336/URT-7 VHF transmitters, TED UHF transmitters, R- 
361C/GR receivers, CRP-50ALB radar drivers (loaded with 807s - in 
radar?)

Hi! 


Jef£ Herman and Jim Durham have shared tales of big broadcast tube rigs 
working into horrid loads; here's mine: 


One fine day I was heading into work at a local 5kW AM, listening to 
the radio (of course) and enjoying a thunderstorm, when the signal just 
vanished! I was a few blocks away; sped up, zoomed through the parking 
lot and up the loading ramp to the back door and was in the AM crontrol 
room in seconds. 

"It won't come back on!" wailed the op. 

A dash back to the transmitter room showed the rig ready, no OL flags, 
but it cycled right back out of Plate On; so I fired up the RCA BTA-5U2 
all-tube standby, waited 30 seconds for everything to very nearly warm up 
:), hit the Antenna Transfer and Plate On switches, bang, bang, and we 
were back. 

Antenna current was xwayx off; so was PA plate current in the final. 
The Null meter on the OIB was xpegged!* 

Back down the hall, top speed, out the door, and squish-squish-squish 
through the swampy field towards the 440' self-supporting tower. 


About halfway there, I noticed a thin thread of smoke wending upward 
from one leg at the base. 

Does everyone know what an Austin Ring transformer is? It's one way 
to light up the aircraft-warning lights on a base-fed AM tower, two xbig* 
toroids interlaced like links of a chain, each a yard across and 
massively heavy. Very low capacity between the windings, which should 
each pass through the center of the circle formed by the other. 

Well, ours had shifted and got very close at one point, a lightning hit 
had arced across and the windings had sort of blown out and been 
welded--the RCA was running into a dead short at the end of about 500 feet 
of coax and the antenna-tuning unit! 

I turned around and ran back, yelling "Shut it off! OFF!" to the AM 
op, who was standing in the door watching the loopy engineer girl running 
around in the field. 

On the run back, I remembered we had some scrap plexiglas in the 
shop. Ran right by the op, through the building, and back behind the 
transmtters (killed the RCA on the way, the op being slow at the switch), 
dug out the plex, and snapped it into 6" lengths on the edge of the 
bench. Grabbed as much as I could carry, ran xbackx out to the tower. 

No keys--my purse was still in my car! Oh, well, I had on old jeans 
anyway, so I stuck the plex through the gate, climbed the 7" fence, 
hoisted myself up the 6' concrete pier (not too hard a trick, there were 
bolts sticking out), and commenced hammering in as many pieces of 1/4" plex 
as would fit. (About six). 

Ran back in, turned on the RCA from the control room--and everything 
was xperfect!*x No smoke, no sizzle, base current dead-on. Elapsed time 
from arrival, fifteen minutes. 


On my way back to Engineering, still half out of breath and plenty wet 
and muddy, I met the General Manager. "Hey, we're off the air," he says, 
then does a double take and asks, "What happened to *you?*x Flat tire?" 

"No, it was...well, we're not off the air now, okay?" 

He didn't ask anything else. 


(We ran the old transmitter all that day, not being too sure about the 
RF properties of wet Plexiglas with the paper left on, without problems 
and took off the old Austin that night. Seem to recall one of my shoes 
Vanished Forever in that eternal fifteen minutes, and I clomped around in 
army boots, kept in my office for slogging out for base-current readings, 
the rest of that day. 1982 or 3, maybe I started a fashion trend?) 


... There's another story, more recent, about cleaning up and 
rebuilding an output "Tee" on the TV rig, and not getting the center 
conductor stuck back on in the long vertical run of 3.125" rigid coax at 
the output; transmitter came up into it just fine, and wasn't I mystified 
for a half-hour about why it wouldn't tune up properly! Sheeesh, was my 
face red....
